It is worked in this TIMT. A :-hoe- 


niaker, for instuuee. w:uits a tarrd 'if 
flour. He gets to work and makes a 
•whole lot of shoes of the valuu nf the 
thing he wants, takes them tu the ex- 
change and receives the flour. Jf he 
ivaiits something that is not in the ex- 
change—for instance, if he wants, s 
new set of teeth—ho is given a check or 
checks of the value of the prodnct he 
leaves there and goes away to some 
dentist xvho belongs to the exchange 
and who therefore will accept the checks 
for hia work. The dentis>t i? not required 
to take tbe shoes in exchange for his 
•work. The checks will be accepted al 
the exchange for anything there in 
stock. Nor is the dentist even limited 
to this. These cheeks are accepted by a 
score or more of other business houses 
ia almost every line of trade, so widely 
has tho movement spread. 


So that labor eschangt- checks are 


coming into general circulation and 
serving not merely as a substitute, Lnt 
in some respects as an improvement 
upon money. They are an improvement 
to the extent that they servo fill the pur- 
poses in facilitating exchange without 
being subject to taxation. 


That question has been raised at 


Washington—the institution has reach- 
edsuch proportions as to have forced at- 
tention at Washington—and tho attor- 
ney general declared that, inasmuch as 
the checks were not redeemable la lega? 
tendci, they eonld not i>e taxed. 


Ko, that :s just the difference. Every 


check of the labor exchange found it- 
circulation represents some prodnct «n 
.labor. They are redeemable in labor 01 
the product of labor, and nothing else. 
That is the whole scheme. 


The leaders in the labor exchange 


movement arc fond of telling a story 
that illustrates their theory or plan iu 
•well as anything can. The people of the 
island of Guernsey felt the need of a big 
market place. They did not have the 
capital to put up the necessary building, 
and it was proposed in their council tc 
issue bonds, send a commission to Paris 
to sell them, and with the capital so 
raised do tbe thing they desired. The 
governor of Guernsey, however, was a 
long headed fellow and something of a 
new f angled financier himself. He said: 


"If you wish to build a market for 


the French people, that is the very 
thing to do. If you wish to build a. mar- 
ket for yourselves, it is a, very foolish 
thing." 


"But how are wo to build tho mar- 


ket?" said the councilors. "We have nc 
money." 


"You have plenty of men to do the 


work, have yoa?" 


""Oh, yes, there lire many laborers 


who need employment,'" they said. 


"You have the timber necessary and 


the stono and other materials oa thu is- 
land?" 


"Oh, yos: plenty of it!" 
"Then, why not go to work and build 


it? You have all that is necessary. Why 
go in debt to the French people for 
what yen yourselves have? See, if you 
borrow the money iu put up this bnild- 
iug you will have to do all the work 
just the same, and when it is finished 
you will not own it. More than that, 
you "will have to pay interest on the 
debt 
That will consume a largo part 


ol tho revenues of tho building when 
finished, M> it may never be paid for. 
Instead of issuing interest bearing 
bonds, which other people will gladly 
accept, why uot is<me notes without in- 
terest and accept them ourselves? The 
notes may be made acceptable by the 
town for rent in tho market when it is 
ready for business, and iu this way will 
redeem themselves." 


The" governor's advice was taken, tho 


market houso was bnilt, the notes cir 
cnldted at pur during the- process ;mtl 
afterward until they all finally fonuil 
their way into the unvii treasury. The 
market house hart been ImiH and pan: 
fur without the employment of money 
or without the payment of a cent of in 
u-n-st.

fied tiy tie ijs-.iaiice of checks aeaiusr 
real estate for what improvements isuty 
be lu^de upon it bj- labor. In other 
word?, a uit-mlicr of the exchange own- 
ins a lot may have a honse built upon 
it by other meinlx-js, who will accept 
the real estate checks. Tlie plan is that 
01 the building and loan association car- 
ried oa without money—and without in- 
terest. The checks would be issued by 
the exchange and made partly redeem- 
able by it for pruveuder. Tbe honse, be- 
ing built, would bo owned by the ex- 
change—that is, l.y every member of it. 
Thi* rent f.om it (presumably paid by 
the men having it built) would IK- paid 
into the exchange until it amounted to 
the Rum of its cott. The.n a deed -would 
be given to tho new owner—exactly the 
<jni{ni.=ey transaction over ag:uii. 


This feature of the movement will 


not, be developed before spring. Thi> 
m:inager of the big store or exchange of 
branch 20, ut 332 Davis street, is Henry 
Warfield^ ^sho has been attitched to fH 
movement s-iuce its introduction in tin* 
city, lo'S-than rare yoars ago. The heatl 
of tho latx^r exchange movoment is G 
de Bardini of Independence-, Mo. In a 
book published in 1889 ho explained his 
theory. It was taken up by some work- 
ers at Pafftown, who «raited a brick 
works bv the simplii issuance of their 
own checks. Tho brick works are going 
yet in u full flood of prosp->nty, UK- 
only change- iu then- plan being .1 sub- 
stitution of the cheeks of the central ox- 
change which has since organized.

"She was Anicctii Chavez, who had 


been adopted into tho family of a ranch- 
man named Peck, living near Calaba- 


A. T. On the previous April 27. 


when Geroniiuo made his bloody raid 
into the Suutu. Cruj, valley, he killed 
Mrs. Peck and her young child, bnr. 
carried Aiiiceta into captivity. That he 
should do so surprising a tiling as to 
spare her life was duo probably to the 
fact that in case of ultimately being 
compelled to surrender to tho United 
States troops he might secure better 
terms by having a prisoner to deliver 
up to the whites! So the girl was hur- 
ried along wirh her captors aud com- 
pelled to witness the other murders that 
they committed after their slaughter at 
the Peck ranch. 
' 


"It was hard work for her to keep ui> 


with her captors, but her life depended 
on it. Several rimes that day the squaws 
would have killed her, bnr Oeronimo 
would not. suffer it, though ho allowed 
them to abuse and boat her to their 
hearts' content. But sho was only at 
tho beginning of her troubles. From 
tho Santa Cruz valley the Indians 
swung back to the Sierra Madre, and 
their long journey through mountains 
and desert was u rough and cruel one. 
The Indians, pursued ceaselessly by 
troops on both sides of the Mexican bor- 
der, traveled all day, never stopping 
for two nights in the same place. Their 
one meal a day, which they ate at night, 
consisted usually of hor*efiesfc. bur if 
this were lacking and they were nor 
too closely followed the band scattered, 
the bucks in search of small game and 
the women to gather snakes, lizard* 
grubs and edible roots and plants witl 
which to m;iko out a satisfying meal 
Their only baggage, handled "always b-. 
tho squaws, consisted of blankets am 
papooses in baskets, together with anj 
plunder they desired to take along. Tht 
bucks carried their rifles anrl two belt* 
of cartridges each. Usually the Indians 
had plenty of horses to ride, but thev 
did their fighting on foot. They had ex- 
cellent; lieldglasses, captured from tin 
whites, and these they used constantly. 
In traveling, one. Indian rode iu advanti 
of thu. baud, exploring for danger.* 
ahead, while another, mounted on a 
specially good horse, rode fur iu the 
rear to signal 10 tho others information 
of any signs he might wo of pursuit 
and ready at the right time to spur for- 
ward and warn them. 


"The. Indian bucks, while they took 


little notice of Anicetu, were, not un- 
kind tu her, bnt to keep up with tin 
party in its endless marching through a 
mountainous country wan a fearful task 
for a child. Sometimes they followed 
trails and again traversed a trackless 
region, often climbing heights so steer 
that the Indians had to dismount and 
lead their horses. When traveling afoot, 
she was cautioned never to set her foot 
en soft soil, but; only on rocks or grass. 
This was that her footprints might not 
betray the. route the party was taking. 
When pursuit; was not hot; after thnni 
«ud there was no danger iif sight, Ge,- 
ronimo would carry her on his horse. In 
their flight, the Indians found timo for 
considerable murdering and plundnrinn 
of tho whites. 
Who found the squaws 


more bloodthirsty arid cruel than the 
bucks, and they were ever eager to hack 
and mutilate tho bodies of any white 
person whom the warriors had killed. 


"Wliere the Indian:: traveled she hud 


n<> idea, except that they kept ahnn.-t 
altogether in the mountains. From the 
character of the scenery as she described 
it and the. few buildings she. saw the 
Indians must have kept most, of the 
time wholly south of tho M< riiean bor- 
der. It was the suddenness of t lie at- 
tack by the Mexican troops that saved 
thr girl's life, for if tlie squaws had nut 
been for the moment• panic£tri<kc.n they 
would have killed her to prevent her 
being recaptured. But fortunately, be- 
cc.ming separated from them iu the con- 
fusion, sho remained in hiding while 
they fled. When found by tho. Mixicans. 
sho was in good condition pliysically 
aud mentally, except, that she was worn 
by fatigue, aud exposure, and her face 
was .swollen from the beatings of the 
squaws, 
foon after her recapture the 


Mexicans delivered her to the United 
States authorities, who took measures 
<o restore hor to her friends. 
1 saw her 


soon after her return to Arizona—a 
brown faced, dark eyed child, handsome, 
as all American children arc. and show- 
ing no signs of the hard experiences of 
her two mouths' captivity with the 
crudest Indians that live."—N.-\v York

SKATING IN OLD DAYS. 


How the Sport npotineSropular In Xrn- 


Yiirk Citr- 


While skating is now one of the most 


popular sports of the vnuter season it 
is only comparatively a few years since 
it h;is become so in this city. When the 
Central park was being constructed in 
1860 and the small artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nearly completed, 
the park commi.ssiouers announced thai, 
it. would be thrown open for the use of 
ekaters. A few men took advantage of, 
the invitation, but \voroeu_cpnW liot be- 
induced to "go on the ice." The skates 
then in use were of the. most antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a loug way in front of the foot, ending 
iu a ringlike curl. In a crowd the.so 
skates wei*e quite dangerous, and the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular. 


During the next winter tho larger 


lake at the upper cud of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here then- was more, room 
for the sport, hut still tho women could 
not bo induced to venture on the ice. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome! this prejudice and organized 
the 2sre.w York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
with the. sole, of the boot, which was 
laced tip right to tho ankle, while th<> 
objectionable strap w:is done away 
witli, thu runner being fixed to the sole 
wfcilo in use by a hall mid socket and 
held firmly with a clamp. These be- 
came popular that winter with the men. 
and a lighter kind w;is made for wom- 
en. Tin- prejudice, however, still ex- 
isted among the hitter, until the club 
invited a lady, who was a lino skater, 
from Portland, Mo., to visit the Cen- 
tral park and skate with the. clnb. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, similar to that worn in winter by 
•women skaters in Europe, and she 
created Much a sensation by her artistic! 
skating as to attract much notice. The 
result was that before the. season ended 
several young ladies were, induced by 
the club to venture on tho ice, and tho 
season of- 18H2-3 found many, with 
pretty costumes,, enjoying the sjx)rt. 


A series of carnivals were arranged 


by the ciubduring tho following season, 
and skating in rho evening became one 
of tho fashionable winter amusements.
